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PREFACE 

A large part of our American youth do not begin the study 
of French until the later years of a high school or preparatory 
course, and a considerable number not until the freshman year 
in college or scientific school. Their main object is to gain a 
reading knowledge of the language. A method adapted to 
such pupils should take into account the attainments they 
have already made and the limitations of time under which a 
crowded curriculum places them. 

This book has been prepared with the needs of these maturer 
students constantly in mind. The authors have endeavored to 
solve some of the problems with which they are confronted in 
the midst of their daily work with such pupils. A satisfactory 
solution has been sought by presenting and illustrating so 
much of the grammar, and only so much, as is essential to a 
complete reading mastery of French. In the method of pres- 
entation, practical class-room considerations have everywhere 
been kept uppermost. The material is so arranged and con- 
densed that it can be covered in from forty to sixty hours and 
allow the use of an easy reader at the same time. 

A few special features deserve notice : — 

(a) Unity and system are obtained by keeping the lessons 
in natural relations around a common topic, such as verbs, 
pronouns, etc. 

(b) The principles laid down are illustrated by carefully 
chosen examples. The teacher should require the pupil to 
reproduce these and should not feel that any principle is 
understood and mastered until the pupil can give the French

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for the English in the accompanying illustrations. In order 
that the student may appreciate the importance of these illus- 
trative examples, the words contained in them are not repeated 
in the form of a vocabulary. A stock of sentences and of 
phrases expressing a thought is much more valuable and more 
easily retained than one of isolated words. 

(c) A large number of carefully chosen exercises in English- 
French composition is given. Every sentence aims at some 
special point, and previous lessons are continually being 
reviewed. 

'(//) Exercises to be translated from French into English are 
omitted. The translation of such sentences involves no diffi- 
culty when the remainder of the lesson has been prepared. 
For practice in pronunciation, far better material will be found 
in any good reader. 

(e) The Index to Words does not give the French word 
directly, but refers to the place where it has been mentioned, 
and where its peculiarities of idiom have been treated. The 
object of this arrangement is to enable the student to find 
readily a word or idiom that he may have forgotten, without 
allowing a shiftless pupil merely to copy from the text-book. 

(/) The endeavor has always been to lead the student to 
think. The conjugations and the irregular verbs especially 
are built up in a manner that demands the exercise of the 
reason, and are presented in a way that has been successfully 
tried in the class room by each of the authors. 

This book is not intended for classes conducted solely on 
the conversational plan, yet for the convenience of those who 
may desire to introduce this element, exercises have been 
inserted. They may be omitted without at all impairing the 
unity or completeness of the lessons. If practical conditions 
of any sort render advisable a division of the lesson, a con- 
venient point will be found between the grammar and the 

ercise. It is hoped that the review questions and sentences 
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will prove useful. Several lists and rules to which the student 
needs to refer frequently are placed in the Appendix. Particu- 
lar attention is called to the key to Irregular Verb Forms, and 
to the somewhat novel presentation of the constructions fol- 
lowing special verbs. An easy reader should be used in 
connection with this book from the very beginning. 

The teacher and pupil are urged to remember that nothing 
but essentials is given ; that all should be mastered. When 
this has been done, enough grammar will have been acquired 
for fluent and accurate translation, and enough to pass the 
entrance examinations of any college. 

The authors gratefully acknowledge their indebtedness for 
valuable criticisms and suggestions to the following among 
many others : Prof. C. H. Grandgent and Prof. P. B. Marcou 
of Harvard University; Prof. Courtney Langdon and Prof. 
A. B. Johnson of Brown University ; Prof. W. F. Giese of the 
University of Wisconsin ; and Dr. Milo B. Price of Worcester 
Academy.

In oral spelling it is now customary to pronounce the 
consonants with the sound of mute e. Thus d is pronounced dej 
g, gue or je; etc. 

3. The alphabet is divided into vowels and consonants. 
The letters a, e, i, o, u, and y are vowels ; the rest are 

consonants. 

CAPITALS 

4. The French use of capital letters is the same as the 
English, except that proper adjectives, the names of 
months and days, titles of rank or office, and the personal 
pronoun je (/) are not capitalized. 
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ORTHOGRAPHIC MARKS 



5. There are certain marks in written French, called 
accents, placed over vowels. These are not used, as in 
English, to indicate that the syllable where they stand 
is to be pronounced more strongly, but, in general, they 
serve to distinguish the sounds of the vowels. 

6. There are three accents : the acute (aigu) ('), the 
grave {grave) ( N ), and the circumflex (circonflexe) ( A ). 

7. The other orthographic marks are : — . 

(a) The cedilla (ce'dille) (,), placed under c to indicate a 
soft sound ; qa. 

(b) The diaeresis (tre'ma) ("), placed over the second of 
two succeeding vowels to denote that it does not unite 
with the first to form a compound vowel, but is pronounced

(c) The apostrophe (apostrophe) ('), which indicates the 
omission of a vowel ; j'ai.

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SOUNDS 

The only way to acquire a good pronunciation of French is to hear 
and imitate a person who pronounces it correctly. Consequently no 
exhaustive discussion of French sounds is attempted here. The 
essential points are given in a way that will prove of practical aid, it 
is hoped, to the English-speaking student. It must be understood, 
however, that there are numerous exceptions to the following rules. 
Those found in words most frequently used, especially in words 
employed in this book, are mentioned. 

Sounds of Vowels. 
9. A has the sound of a in father ; c/asse, dme. 

Note i. This rule holds strictly in the case of A. Without the 
circumflex accent, however, a often has a shorter sound, midway 
between a in father and a in fat No satisfactory rule for determin- 
ing these sounds of unaccented a can be given. The following words 
are examples of this shorter sound : ami, glace, malle, table. 

Note 2. A is silent in aoitt. 

10. £ has the sound of a in fate without the vanishing 
sound of e in meet which is heard in long a in English ; ///, 
ce*da. 

Note. This sound is known as closed e (eferme"). 

11. £ and e have the sound of e in met, prolonged ; lh>e, 
tite. 

Note. This sound is known as open e' (e ouvert). 

12. E unaccented has two sounds : — 

(a) Not at the end of a syllable it has the sound of e 
(e in met) ; tel 9 pressa. 

Note i. E followed in the same syllable by r deserves notice. 
When final in words of more than one syllable it has the sound of 6 
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(a in fate), the r being silent ; parler % premier. When final in mono- 
syllables, or when in the middle of a word, it has the sound of e in 
there, the r being sounded ; mer, fertna. 

Note 2. Final er has the sound of er in there in amer, cuiller, 
enfer, hier, hiver. 

Note. 3. £ has the sound of 6 (a in fate) in final ez, and in the 
words pied and et. 

Note 4. £ mfemme has the sound of the French short a. 

(b) At the end of a syllable it is sounded as little as 
possible, whatever sound it has varying from that of e in 
her to that of u in hut. * This sound is known as mute e 
(e tnuet). Three positions in which it occurs must be 
noted : — 

(1) At the end of a word of one syllable. Here it is 
sounded fully ; le, me. 

Note. When such words as le and me are closely connected in 
thought with other words, as is almost always the case, the e is more 
or less obscured. Thus in le plre, the e in le is sounded but slightly. 
In je le fais, the e in le is silent when the expression is uttered 
fluently. 

(2) At the end of a word of more than one syllable. 
Here it is silent ; ma/le, apporte, table, 

(3) Not at the end of a word. Here the fullness of its 
pronunciation is determined by the character of the sounds 
that precede and follow it. It is sounded rather clearly in 
regarda y pesa ; it is sounded slightly in petit, sera ; it is 
silent in samedi, appela. 

Note i. In es at the end of a word of more than one syllable, 
and in ent at the end of the third person plural of verbs, the e is mute, 
and the terminations are silent ; tites, paries, parlent. 

Note 2. See Sec. 33, note, for silent e after g. 
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13. I (with or without accent) has the sound of i in 
machine ; il, tie, tnidi. 

14. 6 has the sound of o in note without the vanishing 
sound of oo in moon heard in long o in English ; cote, notre. 

15. unaccented has two sounds : — 

(a) When it is the final sound of a word it has the sound 
of o (o in note) ; trop, cachot. 

(b) When it is not the final sound of a word it has a 
shorter sound, somewhat like o in off ; fol, robe, or. 

Note. is long when followed by se ; ose, rose. 

16. U has no equivalent sound in English. Its sound 
may be produced by placing the lips in a position to 
whistle and endeavoring to pronounce e in meet ; du> sucre, 
tn&r. 

Note. See Sec. 33, note, for silent u after g. 

17. Y has the sound of French i ; style. 

Note. Y between two vowels and also in pays is equivalent to 
i-i, the first i uniting with the preceding letter to form a compound 
vowel ; envoy a (envoi-id), pays (pai-is). s 

.Sounds of Compound Vowels. 

18. Of two successive vowels the first is pronounced 
slightly, while the stress of voice is thrown upon the 
second ; ciel, bruit, parties. 

The common groups ai, ei, au (eau), eu (ceu), ou, and oi, 
however, represent but a single sound which is different 
from that of the simple vowels that compose them. These 
are called compound vowels. 
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19. Ai has two sounds : — 

{a) When final in verbs it has the sound of e (a in fate) ; 
parlai. 

Note. Ai has the sound of 6 also in gai, quai, sais, setit. 

(b) Elsewhere it has the sound of e (e in met prolonged) ; 
vrai, faible. 

Note. In faisant and derived forms ai has the sound of mute e. 

20. Ei has the sound of e (e in met prolonged) ; reine. 

21. Au and eau have the sound of 6 (o in note) ; autre, 
beau, 

22. Eu and cbu have a sound much like u in fur ; feu, vceu. 

Note i. Eu in all forms of the verb avoir has the sound of 
French u ; eus, eusse. 

Note 2. (E in ceil and ue in cueillir and orgueil have the same 
sound as eu. 

23. Ou has the sound of 00 in moon ; fou. 

24. Oi has the sound of wa (the a as in father) ; foi. 

25. Note. Combinations of three vowels, of which the last two 
form a compound vowel, are pronounced according to the principle 
stated in Sec. 18, above ; Dieu. 

Sounds of Nasal Vowels. 

26. A vowel (simple or compound) followed in the same 
syllable by m or n acquires a nasal quality. The m or the 
n is silent. 

Note i . From the rule for dividing words into syllables it will 
be seen that m or n must be final or followed by a consonant to pro- 
duce the nasal sound in a preceding vowel. 

Note 2. If the m or the n be doubled, the preceding vowel is 
not nasal ; bonne. 
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27. There are four nasal vowels, represented as follows : —

Sounds of Consonants. 

28. Consonants in general have the same sounds as in 
English. The principal differences are given below. 

29. Final consonants are not sounded except c, f, 1, and 
r. Likewise of final groups of consonants only c, f, 1, 
and r are sounded ; nid, trop, des (silent) ; sec, neuf, nul, 
pour (sounded) ; neufs (f sounded) ; corps (r sounded). 

30. (a) C before e, i, and y, and likewise §, have the soft 
sound, that of c in certain ; cette, ca. 

(b) C in other positions (except in ch) has the hard sound, 
that of c in cast ; col, avec. 

Note i . Final c (usually sounded) is silent after nasal n ; blanc. 
Note 2. C in second has the sound of hard g. 
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31. Ch usually has the sound of ch in machine ; cAif, 
cAercAer. 

Note. In some words, mostly those derived from the Greek, ch 
has the sound of hard c ; chrtiien, icho^ chceur. 

32. Note. Final f , usually sounded, is silent in clef and in the 
plurals bceufs, nerfs, ceufs. 

33. (a) G before e, i, and y has the soft sound, that of s 
in measure; geler, large. 

(6) G in other positions (except in gn) has the hard 
sound, that of g in get ; gat, grand. 

Note. After g, e is often inserted before a, o, and u, to indicate 
a soft sound of the g, and u is often inserted before e, i, and y, to 
indicate a hard sound. In these cases the e and the u are silent ; 
mangea, guerre. 

34. Gn has the sound of ny in canyon ; gagner. 

35. H is never sounded ; homme, Ike*. 

In some words, however, initial h has sufficient force to 
prevent elision and liaison, as in Anil, Aaul. The h is then 
called aspirate ; otherwise it is called mute. 

Note. A list of words beginning with aspirate h is given in the 
Appendix, page 137. 

36. J has the sound of s in measure ; je, jardin. 

37. (a) In il final preceded by a consonant, the 1 is 
sometimes sounded, as in fil, mil, civil ; sometimes silent, 
as in gentily fusil. .'* 

(b) II final preceded by a vowel has the so-called liquid 
sound. In this position the 1 is silent, and the i and the 
preceding vowel (simple or compound) do not unite to form 
a compound vowel, but each has its regular sound (e, how- 
ever, is here sounded like e) ; travail, sommeil, seuiL 
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(c) HI when not initial has in most words the liquid 
sound explained above. Neither 1 is sounded and preced- 
ing vowels have their individual sounds ; veille, fille. 

Note i . The following words do not conform to the above rule 
for liquid ill, but in them 11 has the sound of single 1 : mille, ville, 
tranquilU. 

Note 2. \nfils (meaning " son") 1 is silent. 

38. Note. M is silent in automne. For m and n nasal, see 
Sees. 26 and 27. 

39. Note. P is silent in sept and compter. 

40. Qu generally has the sound of k ; quel, quoique. 

41. R is pronounced more prominently than in English ; 
rose, tres, tenir, irai. 

Note i. R is silent in monsieur. 

Note 2. For final er, see Sec. 12 (a), notes 1 and 2. 

42. S between two vowels has the sound of z ; rose, 
maison. 

Note. Final s, usually silent, is sounded in fits, jadis, lis 
(usually), mars, moeurs, ours, sens (usually), tous (used without a 
noun). 

43. T in the combinations tion, tial, tiel, tieux, and tie 
usually has the sound of s. This is true especially in 
words that correspond in form and meaning to English 
words in which t has the sound of sh (s in the case of tie); 
nation, partial, essentiel, antbitieux, dttnocratie. ♦ 

Note. Final t, usually silent, is sounded in dot, est (point of 
compass), net, ouest. 

44. X (a) usually has the sound of ks ; luxe, exposer. 

(b) has the sound of gz in ex initial before a vowel or 
mute h ; exemple. 

Note. X has the sound of s in six, dix, BruxelUs ; the sound of 
z in dix~huit, dix-neuf, deuxtime, sixttme, dixilme, soixante. 
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LIAISON 

45. A final consonant before an initial vowel sound is 
often pronounced with this vowel sound when the two 
words are closely connected in thought. The result of 
this is a running together of the two words, called liaison. 
Beaucoup a faire, est-il t un homme. 

46. In liaison : — 

a final d is sounded like t ; grand enfant. 

a final f is sounded like ▼ ; neuf Iiommes. 

a final g is sounded like k ; long Itiver. 

a final s or x is sounded like z ; lefamis y duTamis. 

Note. When the m or the n of a nasal group is carried forward 
in liaison, the preceding vowel loses much of its nasal quality ; 
tnonlami. 

47. The t of et, and, is never carried over to a following 

word. 

ELISION 

48. A final vowel is often dropped before an initial 
vowel or mute h, an apostrophe taking its place. This is 
called elision. J'ai % s'ils, rhomme. 

49. Elision takes place in la ; inje, nie, te, le, se, ce, de, 
ne, and que ; in quoique, lorsque, and puisque before */, Us, 
elle 9 elles y on, or un ; in si before il and Us ; and in a few 
other special cases.

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47. Both the Narrative Past and the Perfect have been 
explained as expressing simple past time. There is, how- 
ever, a distinction made in their use. In literary style, 
the Narrative Past is used when the time of the action is 
definitely stated as occurring in a period of time fully 
elapsed, and usually in a distant past ; elsewhere the 
Perfect is used. In conversational or colloquial style, the 
Perfect is commonly used in all cases. The student, 
therefore, should employ in general the Perfect and not 

the Narrative Past.

When a pronoun is the subject of a sentence, the 
common way of asking a question in French is to put 
the subject directly after the verb (or after the auxiliary 
in a perfect tense), connecting them by a hyphen. When 
two vowels are brought together by such an inversion, a 
t is inserted, connected with each word by a hyphen.

(a) Numbers less than one hundred formed of more than one word 
always have a connective. In twenty-one, thirty-one, forty-one, ffty- 
one, sixty-one, and seventy-one, it is et ; elsewhere it is a hyphen. 
Numbers, greater than one hundred have no connective other than 
the one required between the tens and units. 

(b) Vingt and cent are made plural when multiplied, and no number 
follows. 

(c) Cent and mille are used without the definite article. 

(d) The numbers are invariable for gender except un. 

Note 2. (a) The final consonants of cinq, six, sept, huit, neuf, 
and dix.are sounded when counting or at the end of a phrase, final x 
being sounded like s. Before a word beginning with a vowel sound 
the regular rules of liaison prevail. Before a word beginning with a 
consonant these final letters are silent. 

(b) There is no elision before huit and onze.

216. The fundamental distinction between the Indica- 
tive and the Sul3JTrrIcT;ive~is that the former is used to 
express a certainty, the latter an uncertainty or -an idea. 
With one apparent exception the Subjunctive is used only 
in subordinate clauses. 

Note. Only the more important uses of the Subjunctive will be 
discussed. 

217. The Subjunctive is used in principal clauses to 
express a wish or a command. It is then usually introduced 
by que. A command is expressed by the present tense. A 
wish is expressed by the present tense unless the object 
wished for is unattainable, in which case the past is used.

II. GENDER OF 


NOUNS 



No rules can be given to determine the gender of all French 
nouns. While it must be understood that there are excep- 
tions to each of them, the following rufes cover the great 
majority of cases : — 

*37 
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A. Gender determined by. meaning. 

1. Nouns are usually masculine that are the names of : — 

(a) Males (human and animal). 

(b) Trees, shrubs, and metals. 

(c) Seasons, months, days, and the points of the 

compass. 

(d) Infinitives and other parts of speech when used 

as nouns. 

2. Nouns are usually feminine that are the names of : — 

(a) Females (human and animal). 

(b) Fruits and flowers. 

(c) Countries, cities, and rivers ending in mute e. 

B. Gender determined by ending. 

When the gender is not determined by the meaning, the 
following rules hold very generally : — 

1. Nouns are masculine when they do not end in mute e. 

Exceptions. Nouns ending in ion, aison, eur, te", and tie are 
feminine. 

2. Nouns are feminine when they end in mute e. 

Exceptions. Nouns ending in mute e preceded by a single b, g, 
1, m, r, 8, t, or u are masculine. 

C. Gender of compound nouns. 

The gender of compound nouns is determined as follows : — 

1. If they consist of two nouns, they have the gender of 
the first part. Ex., le chou-fleur, the cauliflower. 

2. If they consist of a noun and another part of speech, 
they have the gender of the noun, except compounds of a 
noun and a verb, which are always masculine. Ex., le sous- 
sol, the basement ; le porte-manteau, the portmanteau. 

3. If they consist of two words, of which neither is a noun, 
they are masculine. Ex., le passe-partout, the master-key. 
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III. PLURAL OF NOUNS 

The regular rules for the formation of the plural of nouns 
have been given in Lesson I. The following lists of excep-

The following nouns ending in al form their plural by add-

C. (See Sec. 6, c.) 

The following nouns ending in ail form their plural by add- 
ing s : detail, epouvantail, eventail, gouvernail, portail, seraiL 

D. The following nouns present special irregularities in the 
formation of the plural : —

E. The plural of compound nouns is formed as follows : — 

1. If they consist of two nouns, or a noun and an adjec- 
tive, both parts take the plural form. Ex., le chou-fleur, the 
cauliflower; plu. choux-fleurs. 

2. If they consist of two nouns separated by a preposition, 
the first noun alone takes the plural form. Ex., l'arc-en-ciel, the 
rainbow; plu. arcs-en-ciel. 
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3. If they consist of a noun and some other part of speech, 
not an adjective, the noun alone takes the plural form. Ex., 
le sous-sol, the basement; plu. sous-sols. 

4. If they consist of two words, neither of which is a noun, 
the plural is like the singular. Ex., le passe-partout, t/ie master- 
key ; plu. passe-partout 

IV. FEMININE OF ADJECTIVES 

A partial treatment of the formation of the feminine of 
adjectives was given in Lesson II. A more complete discus- 
sion of the irregular forms follows : — 

A. Adjectives ending in mute e in the masculine have the 
same form in the feminine. Ex., jeune, fern, jeune. 

B. Adjectives ending in f in the masculine change f to v 
and add e. Ex., actif, fem. active. 

C. Adjectives ending in x in the masculine change x to s 
and add e. Ex., heureux, fem. heureuse. 

£>. Adjectives ending in eur in the masculine usually 
change eur to euse. But majeur, mineur, meilleur, and all 
adjectives in erieur form their feminine by adding e. Ex., 
flatteur, fem. flatteuse ; exterieur, fem. exterieure. 

E. Adjectives ending in er in the masculine terminate in 
the feminine in ere; a few in et, namely, complet, concret, 
discret, inquiet, replet, secret, terminate in the feminine in ete. 
The addition of the grave accent is in order to comply with 
the rule of French spelling by which a word may not end in 
two mute syllables. Ex., cher, fem. chere ; complet, fem. complete. 

F. Many adjectives ending in a single consonant preceded 
by a vowel double the final consonant on the addition of the 
mute e. The following and some others of similar termination 
fall under this rule : —

VI. FORMATION OF ADVERBS 

A. When the masculine of an adjective ends in a vowel, 
the corresponding adverb is formed by adding ment to the 
masculine. Ex., fan, pretty; joliment, prettily. 

B. When the masculine of an adjective ends in a conso- 
nant, the corresponding adverb is formed by adding ment to 
the feminine. Ex., doux, sweet; douoement, sweetly. 

C. The following irregularities must be noted : — 

i. Some adjectives change a mute e to 6 on the addition of 
the ending ment The more common of these are: aveugle, 
commode, commun, conforme, confus, enorme, obscur, precis, pro- 
fond, uniforme. Ex., aveugle, blind; aveuglement, blindly. 

2. When the masculine of an adjective ends in ant or ent 
these endings are changed to am and em respectively before 
the addition of ment Ex., mechant, wicked; mechamment, 
wickedly.
